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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  present  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  health  of  your  district  during 
the  year  1971.  As  you  will  appreciate,  this  period  was  during  the  service  of 
my  predecessor,  Dr.  J.  T.  Clow. 

I  would  refer  you  to  the  tables  shown  for  information  on  the  births, 
deaths,  etc.,  from  which  you  will  see  there  is  a  slight  increase  in  population 
as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 


The  latest  figures  on  immunisation  show  that  as  regards  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus,  it  would  appear  that  the  computer  has  substan¬ 
tially  improved  our  acceptance  rate.  However,  there  is  one  rather  outstanding 
feature  of  these  figures  and  that  is  that  the  measles  uptake  during  1970-71 
was  only  54.9%.  During  the  past  year,  it  has  been  decided,  as  a  matterof 
national  policy,  that  smallpox  vaccination  of  the  infant  population  should  be 
discontinued.  This  is  in  line  with  the  progressive  world-wide  smallpox 
eradication  programme  which  is  being  vigorously  pursued  by  the  World  Health 
Organisation.  However,  recent  outbreaks  of  smallpox  in  Yugoslavia  do  show 
that  we  must  always  be  on  our  guard  and  I  feel  that  it  is  very  important  that 
our  nursing  and  medical  staff,  public  health  inspectors  and  the  ambulance 
crews  should  be  protected  against  smallpox,  since  they  are  likely  to  be 
amongst  the  first  people  -  who  will  come  into  contact  with  any  case  which  may 
arise  in  this  country. 

Infectious  diseases 


Within  the  Division,  there  have  been  several  small  outbreaks  of  sonne 
dysentery,  notably  in  the  Thurcroft  area.  We  have  also  had  several  cases 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  amongst  middle-aged  women  within  the  district. 
However,  this  is  a  general  epidemiological  feature  of  the  disease  at  present. 

Hospital  Services 

The  new  Rotherham  District  General  Hospital  began  in  September  1971, 
when  the  mental  subnormality  unit  was  commenced. 

Nursing  Services 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  there  is  a  further  decline  in  the  Domiciliary 
Midwifery  Service.  The  figures  for  confinements  from  1966  are  :-

1968  -  548 

1969  -  419 

1970  -  298 

1971  -  235 

In  the  first  four  months  of  1972  these  declined  even  further,  particularly 
with  the  booking  of  a  number  of  patients  into  Nether  Edge  Hospital  for 
48-hour  discharges. 


Night  Sitter  Service 


This  service  has  been  well  used  and  there  would  appear  to  be  some 
expansion,  as  in  the  latter  half  of  the  year  we  were  able  to  take  an  increased 
numberof  cases  since  we  now  have  five  staff  in  this  service.  This  is  a  service 
for  emergency  use  only  pending  admission  to  hospital  or  County  Home  and  for 
use  in  cases  of  terminal  illness. 

Home  Nursing 

On  the  home  nursing  side,  the  number  of  cases  is  much  the  same  as  last 
year,  but  there  has  been  quite  a  marked  increase  in  the  amount  of  work  which 
the  staff  undertake  in  general  practitioners'  surgeries. 

Developmental  Assessment 

Examinations  of  children  commenced  in  a  limited  way  in  January,  but  in 
the  last  five  to  six  months,  progress  has  become  general  throughout  the 
Division. 

Family  Planning 

During  the  year  this  service  has  greatly  expanded  and  we  are  now  running 
some  seven  sessions  in  the  Division.  As  soon  as  Dalton  new  Health  Centre  is 
erected,  I  would  feel  that  we  should  extend  our  services  there.  Likewise,  when 
Maltby  new  Clinic  is  completed,  we  could  consider  a  further  expansion. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council,  my  colleagues  and 
staff  for  their  support  during  the  year.

Midwifery 


The  familiar  pattern  of  the  Midwifery  Service  continued  during  1971,  although 
the  decrease  in  domiciliary  confinements  was  less  than  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  mothers  booked  into  hospital  for  delivery  only,  continues  to 
rise;  the  midwives  visit  each  home  to  assess  the  suitability  of  the  home  for 
discharge  before  the  tenth  day;  the  number  of  visits  totalled  876. 

The  character  of  the  midwife's  work  has  changed  markedly,  with  increased 
concentration  on  ante-natal  care,  and  the  preparation  of  teaching  programmes 
for  parentcraft  classes.  Most  of  the  work  of  the  cytology  clinics  is  now  taken 
over  by  midwives. 

The  arrangements  made  last  year  for  the  staff  to  spend  some  time  in  the 
Jessop  Hospital  took  place  in  April  and  May  when  all  the  midwives,  together 
with  midwives  from  another  division  spent  one  week  on  a  rota  basis  at  the 
hospital. 

The  Nursing  Officer  compiled  a  most  interesting  programme  for  the  staff, 
which  included  a  choice  of  wards  and  departments  which  were  of  greatest 
interest  to  them.  A  meeting  took  place  afterwards  between  Nursing  Officers 
and  Midwifery  Supervisors  to  evaluate  the  course.  It  was  agreed  that  courses 
of  this  type  were  of  immense  value  and  interest  to  our  staff,  as  well  as  the 
hospital  staff  and  it  was  thought  that  it  should  lead  to  a  greater  understanding 
of  each  other's  work  and  problems,  to  the  advantage  of  the  patient. 

Staff  Changes 

One  midwife  resigned  and  one  appointment  was  made;  the  staff  situation 
therefore  remained  at  ten  full-time  and  three  part-time  staff. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  an  appointment  was  made  of  a  Nursing 
Officer  for  Midwifery  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Mayston 
Report  on  Nursing  Management.  This  officer  will  spend  much  of  her  time  in 
the  field  with  the  staff  taking  part  in  training  and  introducing  new  staff 
to  fieldwork,  also  visiting  the  maternity  hospitals  in  the  area  to  increase 
the  valuable  liaison  work.

Health  Visiting 


The  role  of  the  Health  Visitor  in  preventive  medicine  is  complex  and 
demanding,  she  is  at  all  times  involved  in  the  early  detection  of  possible 
handicaps  or  breakdown,  health  education,  the  support  and  counselling  of 
familie  s . 

With  the  appointment  of  more  staff,  it  was  possible  to  reduce  case  loads 
in  some  areas.  The  new  Social  Service  Department  took  over  the  Home 
Help  Service  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  which  relieved  the  Health  Visitors 
of  a  large  part  of  their  work  and  enabled  them  to  give  much  more  time  to  the 
scheme  introduced  in  January  -  ’’Developmental  Assessments  of  the  Under- 
Fives".  This  has  proved  most  interesting  to  the  staff  and  stimulated  the 
interest  of  parents  in  their  child’s  progress  and  development. 

Liaison  with  Hospitals 

During  the  past  year,  876  visits  were  made  to  the  homes  of  the  elderly 
and  other  patients  at  the  request  of  hospital  staff.  These  requests  are 
increasing  each  year  as  a  result  of  greater  involvement  with  hospital  and 
the  community  services. 

All  hospitals  in  the  area  receive  twice-weekly  or  weekly  visits. 

Health  Education 


The  commitments  in  Junior  and  Senior  schools  has  increased.  There  is 
now  a  continuous  programme  in  most  of  the  Senior  schools  and  several  of  the 
Junior  schools;  the  programme  is  compiled  with  teachers,  covering  most  of 
the  curriculum,  the  Health  Visitors  fitting  into  each  programme  with  their 
own  subject. 

The  personal  hygiene  in  schools  is  almost  exclusively  carried  out  by 
the  Assistants  to  the  Health  Visitors.  During  the  year,  36,  347  children 
were  examined,  an  increase  on  the  previous  year,  and  it  was  encouraging  to 
note  that  fewer  children  were  found  to  be  infested.  Even  so,  this  does 
remain  a  continual  problem  to  our  staff  and  many  home  visits  are  paid  to 
teach  parents  the  most  effective  methods  of  maintaining  a  satisfactory 
personal  cleanliness  amongst  young  children. 

Staff  Changes 

Three  student  Health  Visitors  were  allocated  to  the  Division,  one 
Health  Visitor  retired,  and  one  appointment  was  made.  Three  Health 
Visitors  attended  refresher  courses,  two  attended  the  Grantley  Hall  Course, 
together  with  one  assistant. 

A  Nursing  Officer  was  appointed  to  comply  with  the  new  management 
structure.  This  First  Line  Manager  will  co-ordinate  the  work  of  the  field 
staff,  assess  the  changing  needs  of  each  area  and  improve  communications 
at  all  levels.

The  work  of  the  nurse  in  the  community  continues  to  increase  with  the  same 
pattern  as  in  previous  years.  The  largest  number  of  patients  is  the  elderly  and 
handicapped  and  the  shortage  of  hospital  beds  for  the  geriatric  patient  is  reflected 
in  the  case  records. 

It  is  now  the  accepted  ideal  in  every  field,  including  geriatrics,  to  avoid 
long  periods  of  hospitalisation,  to  discharge  patients  earlier  and  so  increase  the 
turnover  of  patients  and  reduce  the  waiting  lists. 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  has  made  a  very  large  contribution  towards  this 
ideal,  but  it  is  often  difficult  to  convince  medical  and  sometimes  nursing  staffs  of 
our  hospitals  to  accept  that  an  equally  efficient  and  experienced  nursing  care  can 
be  given  to  the  patient  within  his  own  home. 

The  largest  number  of  our  patients  continues  to  come  from  the  general 
practitioners.  The  care  of  some  of  these  cases  is  frequently  complicated  by 
acute  social  problems  surrounding  them  and  much  more  domestic  help  is  required. 
The  needs  of  the  elderly  and  handicapped  continue  to  increase  at  a  greater  rate 
than  the  service  seems  able  to  expand. 

Night  Nursing  Service 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  number  of  nurses  was  increased  from  three 
to  six,  the  number  of  cases  attended  69,  which  was  an  increase  from  the  previous 
year.  This  supportive  service  is  much  appreciated  by  patients  and  relatives  and 
inspite  of  the  difficult  hours  and  often  long  distances  of  travel,  there  has  never 
been  any  shortage  of  willing  applicants  to  fill  our  vacancies. 

The  Staff 

The  establishment  was  increased  again  last  year  to  18.  5,  which  resulted  in 
the  appointment  of  an  additional  S.E.N.  fulltime,  and  one  part-time  nurse  to  help 
the  team  in  the  Dinnington  area  where  the  case  load  was  extremely  heavy. 

The  number  of  staff  in  post  was  16  S.R.N.  's  which  included  two  part-time 
and  three  S.E.N.'s  with  one  part-time.  Two  resignations  were  received  and 
three  appointments  were  made. 

Two  nurses  attended  the  course  at  Grantley  Hall  and  two  nurses  completed 
the  District  training  course  by  successfully  passing  the  examination. 

The  introduction  of  the  "Mayston"  management  structure  resulted  in  the 
appointment  of  a  Nursing  Officer.  This  has  been  a  great  help  to  the  field  staff 
and  has  done  much  to  increase  the  personal  care  to  the  patient. 

Hospital  Liaison 

The  visits  to  the  hospitals  have  increased  and  the  personal  contact  with 
Ward  Sisters  to  discuss  the  care  of  discharged  patients  has  removed  many  of 
our  previous  difficulties. 

There  are  plans  during  the  coming  year  to  arrange  study  days  to  include 
hospital  staff  and  our  own  nursing  sisters,  who  are  now  being  invited  to  attend 
programmes  of  lectures  arranged  by  the  hospital. 

This  increased  personal  contact  will  do  much  to  help  relationships  and 
ease  integration  when  this  takes  place. 
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The  proposals  of  the  Government  will  certainly  affect  the  future  of  the 
community  nursing  service.  Much  of  the  care  for  the  sick,  elderly  and 
handicapped  could  be  maintained  within  the  home,  providing  the  service  is 
allowed  to  expand  to  meet  the  changing  need.

Houses  offered  for  sale  to  the  Council 

The  Council  adopted  a  policy  whereby  they  would  consider  the  purchase 
of  property  from  elderly  owner /occupiers  who  would  prefer  to  move  into 
bungalows  or  flats  owned  by  the  Council. 

The  question  of  purchase  was  subject  to  a  report  prepared  by  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  for  consideration  by  the  Housing  Committee. 

Reports  on  48  houses  were  submitted  for  consideration  during  the  year. 

Mortgages 

I  was  asked  to  report  as  to  the  condition  of  all  houses  erected  before 
1945  which  were  the  subject  of  mortgage  applications. 

This  duty  involved  the  preparation  of  a  detailed  report  on  each  house, 
an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  money  which  should  be  retained  as  security  until 
the  repairs  were  carried  out;  re-visits  to  verify  that  the  repairs  had  been 
carried  out  satisfactorily  before  the  amount  retained  was  released.

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In  one  case  statutory  action  was  taken  under  Section  93  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  requiring  the  abatement  of  a  nuisance  associated  with  the 
keeping  of  pigs  and  a  nuisance  order  was  made  requiring  the  remedying  of  the 
unsatisfactory  condition. 

Noise  Abatement  Act,  I960. 

Five  noise  nuisances  were  reported  during  the  year.  Three  of  these 
were  industrial  noises  and  two  were  of  domestic  origin. 

Informal  representation  was  made  in  four  cases.  (The  fifth  case  was  not 
substantiated) . 

At  the  end  of  the  year  no  further  complaints  had  been  received  concerning 
the  domestic  nuisances,  and  the  noise  level  and  frequency  of  the  industrial 
noises  were  more  tolerable  to  the  complainants. 

In  all  37  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  these  matters.

Disposal  Works  Extensions;  Abbey  Lathe  Works  of  Joint  Sewerage  and  Sewage 
Disposal  Works;  Bramley  Sewerage;  Brinsworth  and  District  Sewerage  and 
Sewage  Disposal  Works;  Thrybergh  Sewer  Extensions;  Silverwood  Sewerage 
and  Brinsworth  Lane  Relief  Sewer  were  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the 
year . 

The  following  schemes  were  awaiting  approval  or  were  in  course  of 
preparation  : - 

Wicker sley  Sewer  Extensions;  Wickersley  Pumping  Stations  and 
Rising  Mains;  Ravenfield  Common  Pumping  Station  Rising  Main  and  Sewer 
Extension;  Aston  Sewage  Disposal  Works  Extensions;  and  Bramley  Relief 
Sewer. 

99.8%  of  the  houses  in  the  area  are  on  the  water  carriage  system. 

Private  Drainage 

A  cesspool  emptying  service  was  operated  by  the  Public  Health 
Department.  Four  cesspool  emptying  vehicles  were  maintained  for  this  purpose 
and  the  equivalent  of  two  and  a  half  vehicles  were  engaged  on  this  work. 

In  the  outlying  parts  of  the  district  which  are  not  sewered,  there  were 
297  houses  drained  to230  cesspools.  (In  some  cases,  two  or  more  houses 
were  drained  to  one  cesspool).  ^ 
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In  accordance  with  the  Building  Regulations,  1965,  a  minimum  storage 
capacity  of  4,  000  gallons  per  house  was  specified  for  each  new  cesspool.  A 
fortnightly  emptying  service  was  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

The  policy  of  providing  small  sewage  treatment  plants  instead  of  cesspools 
was  still  being  pursued  and  there  were  25  units  in  use  in  the  district.  The 
settlement  tanks  were  de sludged  every  six  months  by  the  cesspool  emptying 
vehicle  s . 

The  annual  cost  of  emptying  each  cesspool  for  financial  year  ended  31st 
March,  1971,  was  £34.60. 

Water  Supply 

Sheffield  Cor  poration  was  the  water  undertaker  for  this  district,  and 
fringe  supplies  were  obtained  from  Rotherham  Corporation  for  parts  of  the 
parishes  of  Whiston  and  Dalton. 

Earl  Fitzwilliam' s  Wentworth  Estates  distributed  water  in  the  parish  of 
Wentworth  and  the  south  west  part  of  Brampton  Bierlow  parish.  Water  was 
bought  in  bulk  from  Sheffield  Corporation.

The  additional  pump  referred  to  in  last  year's  report  has  now  been 
installed  at  Wickersley  Pumping  Station  and  is  operating  as  required. 

An  application  has  been  made  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Environment 
for  a  Water  Order  to  construct  a  pipeline  from  Tinsley  to  Aughton  and  a  new 
reservoir  and  pumping  station  at  Aughton.  These  are  required  to  meet  the  increasi 
demand  of  Rotherham  Rural  and  Kiveton  Park  areas. 

Supplies  of  water  were  maintained  during  the  miners  strike  and  subsequent 
electricity  cuts.  During  this  period  a  diesel  alternator  was  installed  and  put 
intouse  at  Wickersley  in  order  to  maintain  water  supplies  during  the  scheduled 
power  cuts . 

Traces  of  lead  were  found  in  the  water  supply  at  a  terrace  of  old  houses 
in  Aston  Parish  but  the  amount  found  was  within  the  safety  limit  accepted  by  the 
World  Health  Organisation.  The  future  life  of  these  houses  is  under  consideration 
and  they  will  be  either  demolished  or  improved.  If  they  are  ultimately  improved 
the  improvement  works  will  include  the  renewal  of  service  pipes. 

Only  one  house  in  the  district  (bungalow,  Mansfield  Road,  Aston),  was 
without  a  piped  water  supply,  water  being  obtained  from  a  nearby  factory.  No 
action  was  contemplated  as  this  house  will  be  demolished  when  road  making 
works  begin.

Samples  of  water  from  these  houses  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination. 

In  the  case  of  the  Danes,  Dalton  Parva,  the  condition  of  the  water  was 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

In  the  case  of  Spa  Farm  and  Cottages,  the  water  supply  was  found  to  be 
unreliable  and  further  conservation  work  was  being  considered  by  the  owner  and 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds 

The  Council  relied  on  the  legal  provisions  contained  in  the  Rotherham 
Rural  District  Council  Act,  1931  for  the  control  of  caravan  sites  in  the  area. 

This  Local  Act  made  it  illegal  for  anyone  to  occupy  a  tent,  van,  shed  or 
similar  structure  without  obtaining  the  prior  approval  of  the  Council,  the 
effect  of  which  was  to  make  it  possible  to  exercise  greater  control  over  this 
type  of  dwelling. 

All  applications  for  permission  to  occupy  caravans  in  the  area  were  considere 
by  the  Public  Health  Committee  and,  where  circumstances  warranted  it, 
permission  was  granted  for  specific  periods  and  extended  permission  was 
granted  as  circumstances  required. 

Two  applications  were  received  during  the  year.  One  application  was 
granted  and  in  the  other  case,  planning  permission  was  refused. 
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Five  applications  were  received  for  extended  permission  from  persons 
living  in  caravans  in  the  area,  all  of  which  were  granted. 

On  the  31st  December,  1971,  there  were  three  caravans  sited  in  the 
area,  compared  with  six  on  the  31st  December,  1970.

Complaints  received  with  regard  to  Air  Pollution  vary  immensely  from 
Dark  and  Coloured  Smoke  emitted  by  industrial  chimneys  to  smoke  emission 
caused  by  the  burning  of  garden  refuse  upon  a  bonfire,  the  former  is  often 
easier  to  deal  with  and  control  than  the  latter. 

Dark  smoke  discharged  by  industrial  chimneys  is  on  the  decrease,  and 
as  it  is  the  product  of  incomplete  combustion  is  generally  caused  by  some  form 
of  mechanical  failure  upsetting  the  air/fuel  ratio  balance. 

Coloured  smoke  discharged  to  the  atmosphere  is  primarily  due  to  the 
nature  of  the  industry  in  the  surrounding  area  and  is  caused  during  the  refining 
period  in  the  Steel  Making  Furnaces,  Much  time,  effort  and  expenditure  has 
gone  into  the  complex  and  technical  problems  of  fume  arrestment  as  fitted  to 
these  furnaces  by  the  industry  in  the  past  few  years. 

Legislation,  as  passed  by  Parliament,  invariably  needs  reviewing  from 
time  to  time . 

Section  1  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  1968  -  Prohibition  of  dark  smoke  from 
industrial  or  trade  premises  is  one  such  change  that  was  welcomed  by  the 
Local  Authorities  in  general,  and  one  successful  prosecution  under  this 
section  has  been  made. 

Colliery  Spoilbanks  and  Quarries  in  the  area  were  inspected  regularly 
and  all  appear  in  satisfactory  condition. 

Rodent  Control 

Two  full-time  Rodent  Operatives  were  employed  in  the  Department. 

During  the  year  660  premises  were  visited  in  connection  with  rodent 
infestations . 

383  premises  were  infested  with  rats  and  165  were  found  to  be  infested 
with  mice.  Two  sewer  maintenance  treatments  were  carried  out  during  the 
year .

No  difficulties  were  encountered  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  the 
General  provisions  of  the  Act. 

Five  accidents  reported  during  the  year,  all  of  which  were  investigated. 

All  were  non»fatal  accidents.  Four  were  of  a  minor  character  but  one  was 
of  a  serious  nature.  It  occurred  when  a  female  shop  assistant  was  boning  meat; 
the  knife  slipped  off  the  bone  making  a  deep  wound  in  her  thigh  severing  an  artery. 

This  accident  was  thoroughly  investigated  but  there  was  no  evidence  of 
negligence  on  the  part  of  the  firm. 

Legal  action  was  takenunder  the  provisions  of  Section  16  of  the  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963.  The  offences  were  failure  to  keep  rooms  clean; 
having  stairs  blocked;  not  providing  storage  for  clothes.  This  action  was 
successful.

Legal  action  was  taken  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations

Slaughtering  Facilities  and  Meat  Inspection 

The  1st  January,  1962  was  the  day  appointed  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  for  the  construction  Regulations  to  apply  to  all  slaughterhouses 
in  the  area.  There  were  four  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  use  in  the  area. 

The  scale  of  charges  adopted  were  the  maximum  prescribed  by  the 
Regulations 

18p.  per  horse  or  bovine  animal 
5p.  per  calf  or  pig 
4p.  per  sheep,  lamb  or  goat 

These  charges  were  arrived  at  after  taking  into  consideration  the  time 
spent  (including  overtime  each  weekend)  by  members  of  the  staff  on  meat 
inspection  in  relation  to  their  salaries,  travelling  expenses,  and  other  sundry 
expenses.  The  total  annual  charge  made  for  the  meat  inspection  service  amounted 
to  £20  5.28. 
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There  was  a  reciprocal  agreement  between  this  Council,  Kiveton  Park 
Rural  District  Council  and  Rawmarsh  Urban  District  Council  to  assist  each  other 
whenever  the  need  arose.

There  are  only  four  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  this  district  and  each  has 
a  limited  throughput,  and  there  are  no  facilities  for  the  sterilisation  of  condemned 
meat. 


In  each  case  exemption  was  granted  under  the  provisions  of  Part  II  of  the 
Meat  (Sterilisation)  Regulations,  1969  by  an  arrangement  in  writing  with  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  whereby  condemned  meat  was  removed  to  a  place 
where  it  was  sterilised.

Ice-Cream  Premises 


There  were  170  premises  in  the  area  registered  for  the  sale  and 
storage  of  ice-cream  and  2  shops  were  registered  for  the  manufacture,  storage 
and  sale  of  ice-cream. 

41  visits  were  made  to  registered  premises  during  the  year  and  in  all 
cases  the  premises  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

In  connection  with  duties  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  377  visits 
were  made  to  food  premises  and  mobile  shops.  As  a  result,  35  informal 
notices  were  addressed  to  the  occupiers  of  the  premises  and  proprietors  of 
mobile  shops. 

No  application  was  received  for  a  Certificate  of  Exemption  under

house  shops,  were  required  to  provide  separate  fixed  wash  basins  and  sinks  with 
a  constant  supply  of  hot  water  and  cold  water  from  taps  over  the  sinks.  The 
washing  facilities  (person  and  equipment)  were  required  to  be  sited  in  convenient 
positions  on  the  premises. 

Legal  action  was  taken  in  8  cases  (Food  &  Drugs  Act  1955  -  7  cases; 

Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1970  -  1  case)  and  all  were  successful. 

Public  Cleansing

Generally,  a  weekly  collection  was  maintained  throughout  the  district, 
but  during  holidays  (particularly  statutory  holidays)  the  interval  of  collection 
extended  to  ten  days. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  in  the  northern  parishes  of 
Brampton  Bierlow  and  Wentworth  was  carried  out  by  contract. 

The  Council  operated  a  scheme  for  the  supply  of  all  dustbins  in  the  area 
for  the  storage  of  household  refuse.

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Clean-Up  Campaign 


The  Clean-Up  Campaign  was  intensified  during  1971  and  the  amount  of 
money  made  available  by  the  Council  was  increased  from  £2,  000  (1970)  to 
£5,  500. 


The  services  operated  by  the  Council  provide  for  the  collection  and 
disposal  of  all  types  of  unwanted  vehicles  belonging  to  people  living  in  the 
district,  but  the  powers  of  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  1967  were  invoked  where 
vehicles  were  deliberately  abandoned;  the  siting  of  large  refuse  containers 
at  various  points  in  the  district  for  use  by  residents  for  the  deposit  of  garden 
refuse  and  other  refuse  which  could  not  be  put  into  dustbins;  two  vehicles  were 
available  for  the  use  of  householders  who  had  large  quantities  of  rubbish  for 
removal,  these  vehicles  were  taken  on  request  to  houses  where  they  were  left 
to  be  filled  by  the  people  themselves  and  subsequently  removed  by  the  Public 
Cleansing  Staff  and  the  rubbish  taken  to  tipping  sites  for  disposal;  special 
collections  were  arranged  where  smaller  quantities  of  refuse  needed  moving; 
all  refuse  tips  v/ereopen  to  the  public  for  the  deposit  of  refuse;  refuse  vehicles 
collected  rubbish  from  hedge  bottoms  and  public  places  where  it  was  known  to 
have  been  dumped.  All  these  services  were  free. 

During  the  year,  householders  had  the  use  of  vehicles  for  the  removal  of 
738  tons  of  refuse;  456  tons  of  refuse  were  removed  by  special  collections; 
and  300  tons  were  collected  from  roadsides  and  other  public  places.  The 
corresponding  figures  for  last  year  (6  months  only)  were  318  tons;  129  tons 
and  530  tons  respectively. 

At  the  end  of  1971  the  number  of  bulk  containers  in  use  in  the  district  had 
been  increased  from  16  to  32.  During  the  spring  and  summer  months  the 
department  finds  it  necessary  to  empty  all  these  containers  each  working  day. 

The  weight  of  refuse  recorded  in  this  report  does  not  include  quantities 
of  rubbish  removed  from  these  bulk  containers  because  of  the  difficulty  in 
estimating  the  weight. 

The  tonnages  mentioned  seem  to  suggest  that  the  Council's  activities 
are  making  a  significant  contribution  to  the  reduction  in  the  amount  of 
indiscriminate  dumping  of  refuse  in  the  district  and  the  general  public  are  to 
be  congratulated  on  availing  themselves  of  the  services  available  to  them. 

The  department  arranged  Clean-Up  demonstrations  at  shows,  galas 
and  play  leadership  schemes  in  the  district  and  a  large  amount  of  posters 
and  propaganda  material  was  displayed  and  distributed  throughout  the  area. 

These  activities  appeared  to  stimulate  interest  in  the  Campaign  and  the  Council 
are  indebted  to  Parish  Councils,  Clean-Up  Groups,  Boy  Scouts,  Girl  Guides, 
Youth  Organisations  and  School  Children  who  gave  valuable  assistance  during 
the  year. 

Refuse  Disposal 

Refuse  was  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  five  sites  in  the  district. 
In  the  southern  part  of  the  district,  sufficient  land  was  available  to  ensure 
c  ontinuity  of  disposal  facilities  for  a  considerable  period  but,  even  so, 
proposals  were  in  hand  for  the  purchase  of  quarries  and  railway  cuttings  to 
make  further  provision  for  refuse  disposal. 

In  the  northern  part  of  the  district  (Brampton  Bierlow  and  Wentworth) 
the  position  is  less  satisfactory  in  that  the  disposal  sites  used  at  present  are 
the  only  known  sites  suitable  for  this  purpose. 
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It  is  important  that  the  policy  of  acquiring  land  be  pursued  because  it 
would  appear  that  local  authorities  will  be  faced  with  the  possibility  of  having 
to  extend  their  collection  services  to  deal  with  garden  refuse,  bulky  household 
articles,  and  a  free  service  for  the  collection  of  trade  refuse  as  a  contribution 
towards  the  preservation  of  the  amenities  of  their  districts. 

Street  Sweeping 

The  street  sweeping  service  operated  by  the  Council  for  the  sweeping  of 
all  Class  III  and  Unclassified  roads  was  augmented  by  the  employment  of 
labourers  to  work  with  the  machines  to  assist  in  the  sweeping  of  footpaths  and 
sections  of  the  streets  not  accessible  to  the  machines. 

There  were  44.24  miles  of  Class  III  roads  and  106.64  miles  of 
unclassified  roads  in  the  district.  Four  machines  were  employed  on  this  work. 

By  and  large,  streets  were  swept  once  every  three  weeks,  but  efforts 
are  being  made  to  increase  the  frequency. 

Civic  Amenities  Act  1967  -  Abandoned  Cars 


Abandoned  vehicles  were  collected  for  disposal  by  a  private  firm  free 
of  charge,  but  costs  were  recovered  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Civic  Amenities  Act,  where  owners  were  traced. 

The  Council  also  have  a  policy  whereby  they  will  remove,  free  of  charge, 
all  cars  at  the  request  of  owners  who  are  resident  in  the  district.  The  object 
of  this  policy  being  to  reduce  the  number  of  cars  dumped  in  the  district. 

41  cars  were  dealt  with  during  the  year  -  22  were  removed  free  of 
charge  at  the  request  of  the  owners;  10  were  removed  presumably  by  the 
owners  following  service  of  notice  and  the  department  instructed  the  private 
firm  to  remove  9  others  after  following  the  prescribed  legal  procedure. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  in 
connection  with  the  illegal  dumping  of  refuse  and  fines  amounting  to  £15.00 
were  imposed.
